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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To easily obtain the city water with the chlorine neutralized 
with a water having dissolved a vitamin preparation by providing the outlet 
and inlet for liq. to the main body, furnishing a guide tube extending from 
the inlet to a capped opening and providing a detachable tablet holding net 
to the one end of the guide tube. 

CONSTITUTION: An almost L-shaped guide tube 4 is provided to the inlet 
2 of a practically oval metallic main body 1, and the other end 4b of the 
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tube 4 is extended to an opening 8. A table holding net 9 is detachably 
placed on the opening 4b, and the opening 8 is closed by a transparent cap 
10. The cap 10 is detached from the opening 8 when in use, a vitamin 
preparation 12 is put in the net 9, and the cap 10 is again attached, then a 
city water pipe 6 is connected to the tube 4 with a nut 5, and then the city 
water is passed through the tube. Consequently, the chlorine in the city 
water is chemically neutralized with the preparation 12 to form a water 
compatible with the skin, which is discharged from the shower or faucet 
connected to the outlet 3.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The home water purifier characterized by providing opening which has CABIN and the cap 
which were formed in the body equipped with the appearance and the inlet port of a fluid, guidance 
tubing formed so that it might be open for free passage to the above-mentioned opening at the above- 
mentioned inlet port, and the tablet hold gauze prepared in the end section of this guidance tubing 
removable. 

[Claim 2] Tablet hold gauze is a home water purifier according to claim 1 characterized by making it fix 
with a transparent cap. 

[Claim 3] The home water purifier according to claim 1 characterized by being filled up with a vitamin 
compound in tablet hold gauze.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 

[ 0001 ] 

[Industrial Application] This invention neutralizes the chlorine of tap water chemically from L 
ASUKOROBIN acid (vitamin C), removes chlorine, and relates to the home water purifier (Shimizu 
machine) which prevents generating in soft water and spoiling surface deterioration, and split hair and 
the hair quality of hair. 

[ 0002 ] 

[Description of the Prior Art] This already proposed kind of water purifier attaches a cartridge (it is also 
called an adapter) in a shower electrode holder, and fills up with and contains vitamin C to this cartridge. 

[0003] therefore, dissolving the vitamin C of a sink and this cartridge for tap water in the cartridge of the 
above-mentioned shower electrode holder with water at the time of use, with the dissolution water of 
this vitamin C, it neutralized chemically, and the water purifier mentioned above boiled chlorine, 
removed the chlorine of tap water, generated it in soft water, and has prevented the split hair of surface 
deterioration and hair, and damage on a hair quality.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, the water purifier mentioned above has problems, 
like there is also a possibility of using it, without noticing a cartridge not only becoming the obstacle of 
shower actuation, but becoming unknown since the consumption by use of the vitamin compound with 
which the cartridge is filled up changes at the temperature of water, and the vitamin compound of a 
cartridge having become empty, at the time of use on the relation which has attached the cartridge in the 
established shower electrode holder. 

[0005] Observing the consumption by use of the vitamin compound of tablet hold gauze through the cap 
transparent [ both ] attached in the water pipe near the shower, in order that this invention may solve the 
problem mentioned above it aims at offering the home water purifier which prevents dissolving a 
vitamin compound with water, generating dissolution water, neutralizing chemically, boiling chlorine 
with the dissolution water of this vitamin compound, removing the chlorine of tap water, generating in 
soft water gentle to the skin, and spoiling surface deterioration, and split hair and the hair quality of hair. 

[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] This invention forms opening which has CABIN and a cap on the body 
equipped with the appearance and the inlet port of a fluid, it prepares it so that guidance tubing may be 
opened for free passage to the above-mentioned opening at the above-mentioned inlet port, and it 
prepares tablet hold gauze in the end section of this guidance tubing removable. 

[0007] 

[Function] Dissolving a vitamin compound with water by attaching the above-mentioned cap and 
pouring tap water after an appropriate time again, after removing a transparent cap and being filled up 
with a vitamin compound in tablet hold gauze at the time of use, this invention generates the dissolution 
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water of a vitamin compound, and neutralizes the chlorine of tap water chemically with the dissolution 
water of this vitamin compound, and it is used as water gentle to the skin, and is taken out and used for 
it from a shower or a faucet. 

[0008] 

[Example] Hereafter, one example of illustration of this invention is explained. In drawing 1 , a cross 
section [ in / in a sign 1 / a home water purifier ] is the metal body which carried out the abbreviation 
egg shape, and the guidance tubing 4 with which the inlet port 2 and outlet 3 of tap water are formed, 
respectively, and make the letter of the abbreviation for L characters in this inlet port 2 is formed in the 
both ends la and lb of this body 1 . Moreover, through tubing fitting 5a, to end section 4a of this 
guidance tubing 4, it projects to the method of outside, and is attached to it at it so that a mounting nut 5 
may connect with a water pipe 6, and CABIN 7 is formed in the above-mentioned body 1 . Furthermore, 
opening 8 is formed in the center section of the above-mentioned body 1 in which this CABIN 7 is 
located, and other end 4b of the above-mentioned guidance tubing 4 is prepared in it so that it may be 
open for free passage to the above-mentioned opening 8’. 

[0009] On the other hand, cylinder-like-object-with-base-like tablet hold gauze 9 laid in other end 
opening 4b of this guidance tubing 4, it has prepared in it removable, and this tablet hold gauze 9 is 
being fixed by ****(ing) the transparent cap 10 to the above-mentioned opening 8. Moreover, it is 
attached to the inner circumference of the above-mentioned tablet hold gauze 9 so that the thin 
nonwoven fabric 1 1 may filter an impuritv^t he inside of the above-mentioned tablet hold gauze 9 is 
filled up so that two or more vitamin compounds 12 like L ASUKOROBIN acid (vitamin C) may 
dissolve with tap water, and it is made to carry out the regurgitation of the solution of this vitamin 
compound 12 to an outlet 3 through above-mentioned CABIN 7 from a nonwoven fabric 1 1 or tablet 
hold gauze 9. Furthermore, the rubber tube 13 of a shower (not shown) is connected with the above- 
mentioned outlet 3, and it enables it to observe the vitamin compound 12 within the above-mentioned 
body 1 through the transparent cap 10. 

[0010] Hereafter, an operation of this invention is explained. 

[001 1] Therefore, beforehand, while ****(ing) and attaching the nut 5 of the guidance tubing 4 of the 
body 1 of this invention, and one in the water pipe 6 near the shower, the outlet 3 of the above- 
mentioned body 1 is connected to the rubber tube 1 3 of a shower. 

[0012] Next, a vitamin compound 12 is dissolved with water by removing the transparent cap 10 from 
opening 8 at the time of use, putting in a vitamin compound 12 in tablet hold gauze 9, ****(ing) the 
above-mentioned cap 10 to opening 8 again the back, attaching, and pouring tap water through the 
guidance tubing 4 in after an appropriate time and a body 1, the dissolution water of a vitamin 
compound 12 is generated, and the dissolution water of this vitamin compound 12 neutralizes the 
chlorine of tap water chemically. This generates water gentle to the skin, and it is breathed out and used 
from a shower or a faucet . 

[0013] in addition, this invention — the above -- it is free to carry out a design change so that a Fresnel 
lens may be fabricated in one in the top-face center section of the transparent cap 10 and this may 
expand and observe the vitamin compound 12 in the above-mentioned tablet hold gauze 9 
[0014] 

[Effect of the Invention] Opening which has CABIN and a cap on the body equipped with the 
appearance and the inlet port of a fluid according to this invention as stated above is formed. Since it 
prepared so that guidance tubing might be opened for free passage to the above-mentioned opening at 
the above-mentioned inlet port, and tablet hold gauze is prepared in the end section of this guidance 
tubing removable Observing the consumption by use of the vitamin compound of tablet hold gauze 
through a transparent cap The dissolution water of a vitamin compound neutralizes chlorine on a 
chemistry target effectively appropriately, and the chlorine of tap water is removed. It has the 
effectiveness which was [ offer / handling actuation is also easy and / since a configuration is also 
simple / it not only can prevent generating soft water and spoiling surface deterioration, and split hair 
and the hair quality of hair, but / it / it / cheaply ] excellent. 
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
